In war days, when materials were difficult (or impossible) to 
obtain, our merchants were hard-put to present their few wares in 
an attractive way. Some did the best they could to make displays 
with a limited quantity and inferior quality of goods, while others 
made little effort toward building up an “eye appeal”. 


Today, with price restrictions off and the available supply of all 
kinds of merchandise steadily gaining, we again see the healthy dis- 
play of commodities that held our attention before the war. This 
may be based on the good old competition urge, but whatever its 
cause it is a certain indication of fuller living. 


In all lines of the retail trade, from food to clothing and furn- 
ishings, proprietors are modernizing and expanding their establish- 
ments; we again have wide varieties from which to choose. Mer- 
chants need not now suffer the incompetency and indifference of 
inferior help that some were forced to endure two years ago; now 
we have more courteous service from those whose business it is to 
sell. Once more the consumer is in the “king” position, with the 
ability to control the market, be it in Village store or City mart, 
while the retail merchant (knowing that the only good customer 
is a pleased one), is offering the most varied assortment of wares 
and the most effective selling service he can to his public. 


The observable increase in printed advertising is not an indica- 
tion of fear or hard times. It is, at least for the present, the spon- 
taneous expression of display that follows a period of lack, Our 
merchants now have much to offer and they naturally wish to 
announce it, 


Some ads owe their value to the advertiser through the simple 
force of repetition, A name is reiterated until it is indelibly in- 
scribed on the memory; when the need arises for a certain product. 
or service we immediately associate our need with the advertised 


name, 


The value of other ads lies in the interesting information they 
contain, The merehant can not bring his new displays to us— 
we must go to him, By reading his ads, as he varies them week 
by week, we are surprised to learn how many articles that we have 
been missing are again available, and how many of them may be 
found in our own retail stores. 


Opinion, Please 


One may lack all power of vocal persuasion and yet register his 
electoral rights through the secret ballot. That's Democracy. 


But what chance has a person to put over his opinion in any 
group discussion unless he be gifted with clever articulation, authent- 
je information, high courage and endurance? What chance for the 
man who says, “I don't know anything about Art, but I know what 
T like”? 


His day now nears; no matter how little he knows he soon will 
be able to have his opinion affect the composite opinion of the party 
he attends. When the newly invented “opinion meter” comes into 
use the most tongue-tied member of a group may have his say. And 
it sounds like good fun. 


The device, developed by one of our large electric companies, 
consists of a central indicating unit with up to 120 hand-held sta-- 
tions.

On the individual station is a dial calibrated from 0 to 100, and 
an adjustable pointer, Zero to 50 is the “no” side of the dial, and 
from 50 to 100 is the “yes” side. There is also an “off” position. 
Inside the indicating unit case are electric and electronic compon- 
ents which perform the measuring and indicating functions, 


To register his degree of opinion on a question, each member 
of a group turns the pointer on his individual unit to a desired posi- 
tion on the dial. The results from all the individual stations are 
then averaged by the indicating unit, and the sweep pointer on the 
large dial stops and locks at a number corresponding to that average.

We have observed heretofore that 
Menlo Park’s overal tax rate is this 
year about 10 per cent above the 
average of 14 Peninsula cities. The 
San Mateo County rate, though up 
almost 70 per cent in four years, is 


| about the same as Santa Clara 


County’s. Our Sequoia and Menlo 
Park school rates total 11 per cent 
more than the fourteen city aver- 
age. i 

How does our municipal rate com- 
pare? It requires some adjustment 
to compare our city rate with those 
of other cities, for here many nor- 


Tt) mal municipal functions are per- 


formed by special districts which 
were organized before Menlo Park’s 
1927 incorporation. These districts 
are so extensive that the major part 
of our surrounding unincorporated 
territory pays taxes to them, yet 


does not have the advantages of 
local self-government which are ex- 
ercised through cities. Municipal 
functions performed by these dist- 
ricts are fire protection, sewage col- 
lection and disposal, street lighting, 
and the maintenance of a public 
library. The city furnishes pri- 
marily police protection, street 
maintenance, and park mainten- 
ance. Through the city govern- 
ment, however, the people determine 
and maintain the environment of 
their choosing by adoption and en- 
forcement of zoning ordinances. 
This year the city’s tax rate is 
$1.00, the legal limit. The fire dist- 
rict rate is 55 cents, the lighting 
district rate is 26 cents, the sanitary 
district rate is 25 cents, and the li- 
brary rate is 5 cents. The total of
